Punster to the British army iii tho!

to improve matters from a British point 
of view. 
With dispatches so mystify­ 
ing if is impossible to ae* u rat cly portray 
the present situation so os to foretell th e , 
ultimate issue of Robert’s attempt to 
retrieve tho defeat. 
Tho war office has 
posted a dispatch from Geucral Robert's 
reading as follows: 
“ Bloemfontein. April 2.—In continua­ 
tion of my telegram of March SI, there 
has boca considerable delay in getting 
amirate returns of the casualties of tho 
action that took place 22 miles hence. 
The telegraph cable has been interrupted 
several tim e s , cloudy weather interfered 
with signaling and although three have 
i been no engagements ainee, the force is 
continually in touch with tho enemy. 
“There were many acts of conspicu­ 
ous gallantry displayed during tho day. 
Compony Q remained in action under a 
crossfire at 1200 yards for sumo hours, 
officers serving guns as tho carnalities 
reduced the detachments. 
Several gal­ 
lant attem pts were made to firing tho 
two guns, the teams of which had been 
killed, but at each attempt the horses 
were shot. 
Essex, Munster, Shropshire 
and Northumberland mounted infantry 
and Roberts' horse covered tho retire­ 
ment of guns from that position to tho 
crossing of the drift found by tho cav­ 
alry two miles further south and w ith­ 
stood determined attacks of tho enemy 
who, in some cases, advanced within 
one hundred yards. 
Battery V of the 
Rural Horse artillery was suddenly sur­ 
rounded in the drift and officers and j 
mon were ail made prisoners without a 
shot being fired. 
But a major and a 
sarges ut m a j r -uiveoded in escaping. 
Five guns were captured ar the same 
ime. 
Furt her details tomorrow. ’ ’ 
Roberts’ dispatch serins to finally dis­ 
pose of the earlier report of the recovery 
of the guns. and the fact that the Boers 
remain in occupation of the waterworks 
is taken as an indication that they in­ 
tend to make a stand sufficiently long to 
cover the withdrawal of the guns aud 
wagons tt» a place of safety, although 
the absence of definite information re­ 
garding the movements of Gen. French'« 
cavalry makes it difficult to estimate 
their chances of adding this crowning 
success to the blow already inflicted. 
A dispatch from Mazeru, Basutoland 
dated April 2 says the earl of Rosslyn 
who is acting as war correspondent far 
the Daily Mail in South Africa, and who 
left there April I on his way Thalwnchu.
